1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to computer to computer protocol implementing for 
controlling the format and relative timing of transfer of data between the 
computers in order to maintain communication, classified in class 709, 
subclass 230. 

II. Claims 11-18, 29-32, drawn to reconfiguring wherein one of the computers 
transfers data (e.g., operating programs, etc.) to or from the functional 
configuration of one of the computers within the network after it has been 
established classified in class 709, subclass 221. 

III. Claims 1 9-28, drawn to fault detection wherein the multiplexing 
communication system is tested for any nonstandard operating condition, 
classified in class 370, subclass 242. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 

in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention I is drawing to a 
method for configuring multiple processors into a multiprocessor system by determining 
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whether a communication protocol used by the new device is compatible with any one 
of multiple different protocols used in the multiprocessor system. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as the invention II is drawing to a multiprocessing system for 
automobile comprising a dynamic configuration system operating in at least some of the 
multiprocessors that automatically incorporates new devices into the multiprocessing 
system and automatically reconfigures that multiprocessor system in real-time to run the 
automobile applications on processors in the multiprocessing system; the invention III is 
drawing to a method for configuring real-time applications in a distributed multiprocessor 
system comprising detecting a failure in one of the applications in the multiprocessor 
system. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
